Cool fats, oils, and 
grease (FOGs). 

Strain/remove food 
particles and pour 

into a clean, sealed, 
shatterproof 

container. 

Take to your nearest 
Collection and Recycling 
Center to be recycled. 

Be prepared to leave your 
container. 

Your cooking oil will be 
processed into clean 
biofuel right here in 

South Carolina. 

Never pour fats, oils and grease (FOGs) down the 
drain.  They solidify and build up over time and 

cause expensive sewer back-ups. 

Never place them in curbside recycling 
containers.  The sorting equipment can’t sort
